COMMITTEES ARE AT WORK 


Disarmament Sectlon Considers Paints 
Submitted to It 


ARBITRATION CONSIDERED AT LENGTH 


¥France’s Chief Delegate Hears from 
Pauncefote, Who Wants a Com- 
mittee To Consider Perma- 
nent Tribunal of Ar- 
bitration. 


The Hague, May 2%.—It can now be stated 
with some degree of confidence that the 
delegates to the peace conference are grad- 
ually arriving at the belief that its outcoms 
will be very much what Andrew White, 
Urited States ambassador at Berlin, and 
heaJ of the American delegation here, fore- 
cested to the correspondent of the Associa- 
ted Press in the interview cabled to the 
United States last Monday. 

So far uS armaments are coacerned; tre 
utmost that it is expected to accompiish is 
some sl’ght recommendations to the govern- 
ments participating. 

The various committees have now settled 
to work and the delegates have begun a 
formal exchange of views. It was deeded 
today to appoint committees to receive 
all suggestions, proposals and petitions e:in- 
anating from outsiders; but so far as tis yet 
ascertainable, these will be pigeon-holecd 
without consideration unless they come 
within the purview of the questions enu- 
merated in the circular of Coun: Mura- 
vieff, the Russian minister of foreign af- 
fairs, in outlining the subjects for consl- 
eration. 

The disarmament committee met this 
morning and M. Bernaert, chief of the 


Belgian delegation, who presided, set farth . 


the points submitted for consideration. The 
two sections immediately dividéd and pro- 
ceeded to a discussion of the questions of 
firearms and explosives which continued 
till the hour for adjournment. 

The arbitration committee met this after- 
noon under the presidency of the chief of 
the French delegation, Leon Bourgeois, 
who was flanked by the honorary presidents 
of the committee, Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
chief of the British delegation, and Coumt 
Nigra, chief of the Italian delegation. M. 


Bourgeois presented the questions of media- 


tion and arbitration and suggested a pro- 
gramme the committee might follow, urging 
recourse to all pacific means to settle inter- 
national questions before a recourse to war. 
He submitted a long Hst of possible sub- 
jects of dispute which might arise between 
nations and yet might find solution in ar- 
bitration, closing with the more difficult 
problems. He then presented a scheme al- 
ready introduced to the qfull conférence by 
a Russian delegate, a scheme consisting of 
forty articles. The statement of M. Bour- 
geoils was clear and concise, commanding 
the closest attention. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote proposed that the 
committee should tmmediately proceed, be- 
fore all else, to consider the question of 
@ permanent tribunal of arbitration. He did 
not, however, submit any plan and event- 
ually withdrew his motion, in view of the 
sugges* uns offered by Count Nigra and 
othe.s who urged the wisdom of foHowing 
the programme of the president in which 
tlie question of a permanent tribunal fol- 
lows the general subject of arbitration . 

M. Bourgeois observed that the commit- 
tee by not opposing it gave adhesion to the 
principle favoring a peaceful solution of 
international questions before a recourse 
to arms. 

Recognizing that the committee was too 
large to consider the Russian proposals, 
M. Bourgeois appointed the following sub- 
committee. 

Chevalier Des Camps-David, of the Bel- 
gian delégation; Professor Asser, privy 
councillor of the Netherlands delegation, 
Baron Estournelles de Constant, of the 
French delegation; Frederick Hollis, secre- 
tary of the United States delegation; M. 
Lammasch, of the Austro-Hungarian dele- 
gation; Professor Maartens, of the Russian 
delegation; M. E. Odier, of the Swiss dele- 
gation, and Dr. Zorn, of the University of 
Konigsberg, representing the German dele- 
gation. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote and Count Nigra 
were appointed honorary presidents of the 
sub-committee and M. Bourgeois and M. 
De Staal were empowered to attend its 
meetings. 

This arrangement gives representation to 
all the great powers as well as to Holland, 
Belgium and Switzerland. Chevalier Des 
Camps-David was appointed chairman of 
the sub-committee. 

Great importance is attached to the meet- 
ings held today and to the unanimous ac- 


ceptance of the general primciple of arbi- , 


tration and mediation.

PAUNCEFOTE SCORES A SUCCESS. 


Arbitration Seems To Have Taken a 
Hold in Peace Conference. 
London, May 27.—The correspondent of 
Tine Daily Telegraph at The Hague says: 
“Peace prospects touched a highwater 
mark today when the conference found it- 
self face to face with arbitration in a prac- 
ticable and acceptable form and as a per- 
manent international achievement. This 
honor is mainly due to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote. ‘When the members of the arbitration

The amazed 
delegates crowded around Sir Julian, con- 
gratulating him upon having played the 
winning card, which had so quickly precip- 
itated the Russian alternative scheme, 
Some stood aghast, as the matter was not 
contemplated in their instructions. Finally 
it was decided to refer the matter to a sub- 
committee. 

“The Americans, it is believed, are elab- 
Orating an organic statute for the erection 
of a permanent tribunal, which will be 
laid before the conference and be support- 
ed by the British delegates when the prin- 
ciple embodied in Sir Julian’s resolution is 
accepted.”

ROSA BONHEUR IS _ DEAD. 


FAMOUS ANIMAL PAINTER DIES 
AT FONTAINEBLEAU. 


Her Works Attracted Attention Wher- 
ever Shown—Some of Her Cele- 
brated Canvases. 


Fontainebleau, France, May 23.—Rosa Bon- 

heur, the famous animal painter, died at 
11 o'clock last night. 

Resa Bonheur was born at Bordeaux on 
the 22d of March, 1822. Her first teacher 
was her father, Raymond Bonheur, an ar- 
tist of some attainments, who died in 1853. 
In 1841 she contributed to the French exhi- 
bition two pictures which attracted con- 
siderable attention and marked her talent 
for animal painting. These weve followed 
by a succession of fine paintings. In 1853 
her famous ‘‘Horse Fair’’ was produced 
and was the principal attraction at the 
Parisian exhibition. 

In 1865 she sent to the Paris exposition a 
new landscape of large dimensions entitled 
“The Haymaking Season in Aunergre.”’ 

For many years she directed a gratui- 
tous school of design for girls. During the 
sicge of Paris in 1870-71 her studio and resi- 
dence at Fontainebleau were spared and re- 
spected by special order of the crown prince 
of Prussia.

Was a Native of Savannah and at One 
Time in the United States

New York, May 26.—Captain Judan My- 
ers, formerly of the confederate navy, died 
at Mont Clair, N. J., last night aged sev- 
enty-four years. He was born in Savannah, 
Ga., and at the age of fifteen enlisted in 
the United States navy, where he served 
with honor and distinction. He was twice 
promoted by special act of congress for 
bravery. 

When the aivil war broke out Captain 
Myers resigned his commission and started 
at once for the south, where he joined the 
confederate navy. He was at once placed 
in command of the Huntsville, and took 
part in every naval engagement with Ad- 
miral Farragut’s fleet below Mobile. Cap- 


tain Myers to escape being captured by the ° 


union ships was obliged to scuttle his ship. 

After the civil war, Captain Myers re- 
fused to be reconstructed and would not 
take the oath of allegiance to the United 
States. The remains will be taken to Sa- 
vannah tomorrow for burial. Two daugh- 
ters survive their father.

Two Hundred Buildings in the 
Battery District Burned 


HUNDRED PIANOS SILENCED 


Kerosene Oll Found on Sidewalk Induces 
Theory of Incendiarlsm, 


ALL KINDS OF BUILDINGS DESTROYED 


One Blaze Had Been Extinguished 
When a Policeman Discovered 
the Second Fire Only a Short _ 
Distance from. the 
First. 


New York, May 2.—Coney Island prop- 
erty to the value of a million dollars 
was destroyed by fire early this morning, 
twenty acres in the heart of the summer 
resort section, the district .Known as the 
‘Bowery’ being reduced to ashes. 

The 200 buildings burned were located be- 
tweén the “Bowery” and the ocean, Tilyous 
walk, on the west, and the old iron pier on 
the east. These buildings ranged in size 
and importance from a wabbly bathing ‘‘pa- 
vilion’’ to the handsome five-story Hvygeia 
hotel, including theaters, dancing pavil- 
ions, concert halls, stores of various kinds, 
Testaurants and hotels of every grade. The 
fire made shelterless for a time a native 
and transient population of about 3,500, in- 
cluding 500 men and women, classed as 
comedians and soubrettes, employed in the 
district, and silenced no less than J00 pianos 
which have for years assisted in merry- 
making at Coney Island. 

It was nearly 3 o’clock a. m. when a po- 
liceman discovered a blaze in a cottage 
near the iron pier. A prompt :esponse of 
the fire department in answer to an alarm 
had this trouble disposed of before 3:30, and 
the engines were about going away when 
the same policeman discovered another fire 
in Scheffle’s palm pavilion, at the Tilyous 
walk end of the district. This was the start 
of the big fire, and it spread in a north- 
easterly zigzag line towarg the Fatime the- 
ater on the “Bowery” with a frightful rate. 
Additional alarms foligwed in quick succes- 
sion until twenty engines, some from as far 
as south Brooklyn, were called. 

In ten minutes after the second fire start- 
ed the whole Bowery district was in wild 
alarm. The thousands immediately threat- 
ened rushed out. They were quickly joined 
by the entire native ang over-night popula- 
tion of the island, some 10,000, whose eager 
interest hampered the firemen. It was seen 
that the firemen had determined to make 
the Bowery the fighting line, and then the 
last hope of those south of the Bowery that 
any of their houses might be saved being 
gone, a pellmell rush for salvage or plun- 
der took place. Seores of thieves broke 
through the fire lines and entered the dis- 
trict from the ocean side, and their work of 
looting was wholesale. A crowqd carrying 
off a piano was one sight which taught the 
police what kind of crooks they had to deal 
with. 

So far as known only four persons were 
injured or burned, and all will recover. 
Deputy Battalion Chief Kirkpatrick says 
he is convinced ‘that the fhre is of incendiary 
origin. He arrives at this conclusion owing 
to the fact that the flames broke out in two 
different parts of the island at about the 
same time, both places being difficult of ac- 
cess so far as fire engines are concerned, 
and from the fact that upon his arrival he 
found traces of kerosene oil along the board 
walks and around both houses where the 
fires originated. 


DEWEY COMES IN OCTOBER. 


ADMIRAL’S ITINERARY IS NOT 
KNOWN IN WASHINGTON. 
Ill Health Caused Him To Decline In- 
vitation to Queen’s Birthday 
Dinner.

Washington, May 26.—Admiral Dewey 
telegraphs the navy department that he 
will stop at various places on his way to 
the United States, and will reach New York 
about October ist. Admiral Dewey's dis- 
patches did not enumerate the points where 
the Olympia will touch en route to New 
York. It may be that an effort will be 
made to ascertain these for the benefit of 
the officials of some of the towns, especially 
along the Mediterranean, who may desire to 
take official notice of the visit to their ports 
of the distinguisheqg naval officer and his 
famous flagship. 

Some of Dewey’s friends in the navy de- 
partment suspect that the admiral is pur- 
posely evading a statement of his itinerary, 
desiring to avoid as far aS possible all dem- 
onstrations. His friends here intimate that, 
fiaving been obliged by his health to decline 
to attend the dinner at Hong Kong in hon- 
or of the queen’s birthday, a very unusual 
declination, Admiral Dewey will find it im- 
possible to depart from the rule he there 
established and attend any banquets or pop- 
ular demonstrations in this country,

COLEMAN MAKES STATEMENT. 


SAYS McLAURIN DID PROMISE 
HIM TO PARDON MILLER, 


And To Do So Before He Had Been 
Convicted—Lively Answer Expect- 
ed from the Governor. 


Jackson, Miss.,, May 2%.—(Special.)—Judge 
S. R. Coleman, of Greenwood, makes pub- 
lic a written statement today in which he 
Says, positively and emphatically, that Gov- 
ernor McLaurin did promise him to pardon 
Ivo Miller before Miller had been con- 
victed. 

This statement is in reply to the sensa- 
tional utterance of Governor McLaurin’s in 
his debate with Congressman Allen, at Shu- 
quelena, last Saturday, that the man who 
originated the Ivo Miller story was a liar 
and a slanderer. 

Judge Coleman’s communication is couch- 
ed in strong English, but contains nothing 
to indicate that he will demand personal . 
Satisfaction for the language used against 
him by the governor. A wordy battle be- 
tween the two men is now expecied. The 
Bovernor is at present out of the city on 
& campaign tour, but he will return Sat- 
urday morning and is sure to make a 
reply of some kind to the Coleman letter. 
n the meantime Congressman Allen has 
secured a copy of the statement and will 
read it from the stump during the can- 
Vass, 

In this connection a recent special sent 
to The Constitutfon from this place did not 
méan to convey the impression that Gov- 
ernor McLaurin said that Mr. Allen was 
author of the statement and that he was 
aliar. What the governor did say was 
that the “author of the statement was a 
liar.”” Now, that Judge Coleman has come 
out In a statement saying that he gave 
out the story which McLaurin denounced 
as a lie, the answer of the governor is 
awaited with great interest. 


BRYAN INDORSES THE MEETING. 


NEBRASKAN IS PLEASED WITH 
THE WORK AT ST. LOUIS.

Jacksonville, Ill., May 26.—Mrs. W. J. 
Bryan, herself a graduate of the academy 
for young women in this city, made the 
chief address to a graduating class today. 
Mrs. Bryan spoke on ‘“‘The American Wo- 


man.’ She said, among other things: 

“The public finds the American woman 
an interesting. subject. This interest fol- 
lows from:the unique position in which 
American women stand today. The Ameri- 
can woman should be sufficiently independ- 
ent to study her own surroundings, choose 
her own course and live the life which is 
the best for herself amd those near¢st her 
without regard to the opinions to the outer 
world. 

‘‘While we hear a great deal these days 
about equaHty, the real permanent ad- 
Vancement of women depends on her own 
individual development, When man finds 
dn woman a thorough appreciation of his 
work and aims; when the mind of woman 
becomes the perfect supplement and com- 
plement of the mind of man which the cre- 
ator intended it to be then will all the dis- 
cussions as to the right and privileges 
cease. Woman has long been a recognized 
power in the spiritual world and when one 
looks “nto a church in any part of our 
land and sees how much of the work is 
done by woman, it seems aimost super- 
fluous to say that the ideal of American 
womanhood is attained under a three-fold 
development of the physical, the mental 
and the spiritual.’’

He expected the commission to meet again 
this summer. 


EUGENE DEBS IN KNOXVILLE. 


Talks About Mr. bBryan’s Fight 
Against the Trusts. 

Knoxville, Tenn., May 26.—(Special.)—In 
an interview in this city this afternoon, 
Eugene V. Debs, the soctalist and labor 
leader, declared that Bryan is trying to do 
the impossible in fighting the trusts al- 
though he believes Bryan is trying to do 
good. He said: : 

“Mr. Bryan might as well try to turn 
Niagara Falls backward as totry to abolish 
the trusts: He is putting himself against 
the evolutionizing trend of business. We 
cannot prevent partnerships. Combinations 
are the result of modern methods of pro- 
duction. There was a time when there 
were thousands of little shops and thous- 
ands of shoe makers, but now our shdées 
are made by acres of machinery co-oper- 
atively operated. There is under this ar- 
rangement Lut one shoemaker. I do not 
want the people to turn their back to the 
old custom, Such a thing is impossible. 
The reason of it is, we are coming-to a 
transition period from trusts to socialism.

NOTES FROM DREYFUS SHOWN. 


OFFICERS ARE BARRED FROM 
THE PALACE OF JUSTICE. 


Public Hearing of Demand for Re- 
vision Will Begin Next 
Monday. 


Paris, May 26.—The minister of war has 
issued stringent orders that no officer shall 
frequent the palace of justice or its pre- 
cincts next week during the public hear- 
ing of the demand for a revision of the 
Dreyfus trial and during the trial before 
the court of assizes of Paul de Roulede 
and Marcel Habert on a charge of provok- 
ing offenses against the security of the 
state and inciting the army to mutiny. 

The public hearing of the demand for 
Dreyfus’s revision is expected to open 
on Monday next. The speeches will prob- 
ably occupy four days and the decision be 
given on June 2d or ésrd. 

The Figaro publishes today some notes 
written by Dreyfus in November and De- 
cember of 1894 while he was awaiting trial. 
These in part are as follows: 

“During the seventeen days following 
my arrest I underwent several examina- 
tions. An officer came in the evenings with 
his secretary—anger in his eyes and insult 
on his lips. My overtasked brain could not 
stand more. 

“Tl always asked what 
of the accusation, but he refused to show 
them and said that the instrument of-ay 
so-called crime was a letter. Why was I 
not shown it? 

‘““‘My condition became such that I wished 
to commit suicide. I was mad. In the 
midst of my fever I took my sheets and 
prepared to hang myself to the window; 
but 1 reflected that if I died thus all would 
think me guilty and that I must live in 
order to cry aloud that I am innocent.” 

Dreyfus goes on to express _Astonishment 
that he should be arrestedeahti dishonored 
because experts had asserted that his writ- 
ing was similar to that of the incriminat- 
ing letter. Throughout the investigation 
they said to him: 

“You are lost. Nothing san save you.” 

Finally he was informed, he says, that 
he would be sent before a courtmartial, as 
the presumptions of guilt were sufficient 
to warrant it. Thus “the overwhelming 
proofs’ of the first days of investigation 
had become at the end of two months, only 
‘“presumptions.’’ To this he replied: 

“IT declare that a monstrous infamy is 
being committed toward me, 4a nameless act 
of cowardice. I have not had to do with 
investigating judges, “but with execution- 
ers.’’

Washington, May 26.—(Special.)—Attorney 
General Griggs says work on the military 
prison at Atlanta cannot ‘commence until 
the state legislature meets and cedes the 
property selected for the site to the gov- 
ernment. When questioned on the subject 
today Attorney General Griggs says he has 
heard nothing from the Atlanta authorities 
since he selected the Dickey site, and he 
was not aware that the question had been 
referred to the city council. In anticipation 
that his recommendation that the Dickey 
site will be approved by the city of Atlan- 
ta, he has given directions for the plans and 
specifications to be prepared so that the 
work may begin as soon as the state au- 
thcrities have taken action. 

There is an impression that the work is 
to be done under the supervision of the 
supervising architect of the treasury. Such 
is not the fact. The work will be executed 
under the direct supervision of the depart- 
ment of justice and the contract wili be 
made accordingly. As the Georgta legisia- 
ture does not meet until next October, it is 
not now probable that much progress will 
be made in the construction of the new 
prison during the present year. 

Listening to Lake City’s Appeal. 

Postmaster General Smith has decided to 
send a special agent of the postoffice de- 
partment to Lake City, 8. C., to make a 
careful and conservative investigation of 
the conditions there, with a view to giving 
the people of that town the benefit of ade- 
quate postal facilities. At the white house 
today, Postmaster General Smith discussed 
the subject freely, saying that he was 
deeply imypressed by the recent appeal 
made to him in behalf of the citizens of 
Lake City by Representative Norton, of 
that district. There is no disposition on the 
part of the postmaster general to become 
involved in a comtention with Fourth As- 
sistant Postmaster General Bristow, who 
has insisted that the postoffice at Lake City 
shouid remain closed until some of the 
persons accused of being complicated in the 
lynching of the last colored postmaster are 
punished. 

General Smith says he does not intend to 
apologize for any action thus far taken by 
the postoffice officials, nor retreat from the 
position it has thus far taken. He proposes, 
however, to try and get at the true facts 
in the case, with the hope that the circum- 
stances will justify the re-establishing of 
the postoffice at Lake City and the appoint- 
ment of a postmaster who will be accepta- 
ble to the community, and also in harmony 
with the present administration. With this 
end in view, one of the most experienced 
and trusted officials of the postoffice Gepart- 
ment will go’*to Lake City and make a 
thorough investigation of the subject, and 
upon his report the future agiiuon cof the

Most of the fighting has been in territory 
which the Americans had swept, but have 
been compelled to abandon because they 
could not spare troops to hold it.

army. They came from the south across 
Ahe mountains, presumatily to meet a 
wagon train which General Lawton expects 
along the road. They also planned to cap- 
ture several large detachments and were 
placed in ambush at different points. They 
fired from the jungle at a distance of 200 
yards, and gave the Americans one of the 
hardest fights experienced in the campaign. 
The Filipinos lost more heavily ‘than the 
Americans in all the recent encounters. 
The insurgent’ generals take the loss of 
arms more to heart than they do the loss 
of men. — 

Foreigners who have arrived here from 
the insurgents’ country under the recent or- 
der of expulsion, say the cemeteries in all 
the towns are filled with fresh graves. A 
majority of the Filipinos wounded die, be- 
cause the insurgent hospitals are inade- 
quate, medicines are scarce and they have 
few surgeons except Spanish captives, who 
have been impressed. 


FILIPINOS ATTACK SPANIARDS. 


Zamboanga Has Been Evacuated by 
The Queen Regent’s Troops. 
Madrid, May 26.—The minister of war, 
General Polavieja, has received a dispatch 
announcing the evacuation of Zamboanga. 
island of Mindanao, py the Spanish garri- 

6on. 

The dispatch further says that on the 
declination of the Spaniards to assent to 
the Filipinos’ demands tha the arms and 
munitions of war should be surrendered 
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with the city, fighting ensued, the 
flards suffering some loss. 

The dispatch adds that the natives con- 
tinue bitterly opposed to the idea of Ameri- 
can annexation, and that the conquest of 
Mindanao will prove to be a tough task. 

Following is the full text of the dispatch 
which was sent by General Rios, Spain's 
military representative in the Philippines, 
from Manila: 

“l arrived here on the Leon XIII. The 
occupation of the island of Jolo by the 
Americans was was affected without special 
incident. The American warships saluted 
our flag with twenty-one guns when it was 
lowered, 

“The Filipino batteries at Zamboanga, js- 
land of Mindanao, continued to shell the 
town and the port, causing losses in our 
garrison, but finally, after a lively. attack 
by the Spaniards, the insurgents fled. They 
suffered numerous losses, Our losses Were 
two officers and three soldiers Killed, and 
nineteen soldiers wounded., 

‘One company of our troops attacked a 
battery, which the enemy abandoned, and 
two other ‘batteries were dismounted by 
our artillery. After this reverse the ingur- 
gents declared their adhesion to Spain and 
suspended hostilities. 

“The evacuation of Zamboanga was ac- 
complisheq in the most orderly way, in 
spite of a violent storm, which caused the 
loss of several boats and the stranding of 
the steamer Pace on the enemys coast. 
Every one was safely embarked. 

“Two American warships were placed at 
my disposal by the admiral, but we did not 
need them. The Spanish flag was saluted 
with eighteen’ guns by the American ships. 

“If the minister for war does not order to 
the contrary, I shall sail for Spain on board 
the Pade Satrustegui.”’

initial meeting. He says also that when 
they reached Apia it was found that an 
armistice already had been effected and 
was in force, so that the commission be- 
gun its work under peaceful auspices. 

The German embassy has not yet heard 
from Baron Spec von Sternberg, the Ger- 
man commissioner. The feeling is enter- 
tained in diplomatic quarters that the ar- 
rival of the commissioners disposes of 
all critical features of the Samoan ques- 
tion. 

It is said the first step taken by the 
commission will be to secure the dis- 
arming of the two native elements, rep- 
resenting the rival claimants for the king- 
ship, Malietoa and Mataafa, as it would 
not be feasible for the commission to pro- 
ceed in their scheme of readjustment while 
two armed parties were threatening to 
take affairs in their own hands. More- 
over, it is said that the disarming of both 
sides will facilitate the acceptance of! 
such decision as the commission may ar- 
rive at, as any rebellious faction will be 
without the arms to make the resistance 
effective.

REACHES NEW YORK FRIDAY AFTERNOON 


Axle Was Broken in Two, Causing a 
Delay of Several Hours and 
Increasing the Time. 
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New York, May 2—The automobile 
which left Cleveland at 7 o’clock Monday 
morning to establish an automobile record 
between Cleveland and New York arrived 
in front of the Astor house at 5:45 o’clock 
this afternoon.

Mr, Shanks carries a message from Mayor 
John H. Farley, of Cleveland, to Mayor 
Van Wyck, but the mayor was unable to 
Wait at his office for’ the arrival of the 
party and the message will be delivered 
and acknowledged tomorrow. Mr. Shanks 
said of the trip: 

“We left Cleveland at 7 o'clock Monday 
morning, reached Erie, Pa., 100 miles away, 
at lp. m With a briet wait there we 
went on to Buffalo, 118 miles further on, 
and reached there at 9:15 p. m. We left 
Buffalo at 1:18 a. m. Tuesday and reached 
Fairport, N. Y., a distance of eighty miles, 
at 4:45 p. m. There was one serious acci- 
dent. We ran over an embankment and 
broke one front axle squarely in two. A 
new axle came by express and we were 
able to get away from Fairport at 19 
o'clock Wednesday. We reached Syracuse, 
eighty miles further on, at 6 p. 

“Leaving that city at 4:50 o'clock Thurs- 
day we made the 147 miles to Albany at 
6:49 p. m.., and our cyclometer then reg- 
istered 545.9 miles. 

“The roads from Cleveland to Buffalo 
were fair. Some of the roads between Buf- 
falo and Albany were bad. They ought 
not to be called roads, but rather lanes. 
The trip through the mountains was mag- 
nificent. We left Albany at 5:04 o’clock this 
morning and stopped at Hudson for break- 
fast.

General Brooke Ready To Start Disburs- 
lag the $3,000,000. 


HE MUST HAVE THE ARMS 


Veterans of Independence Decide Not 
To Give Up Their Guns. 


SERIOUS STRIKE IS NOW ON IN HAVANA 


Labor Troubles in the Cuban Metrop- 
olis Causing Great Hindrance 
to Commerce. 


Havana, May 26.—The distribution of the 
$3,000,000 the - United States government 
has offered as a gratuity to the Cuban 
troops on disbandment and surrender of 
their arms will begin tomorrow morning. 

At a meeting of the veterans of independ- 
ence last night, which was largely attend- 
ed, it was resolved to approve the decision 
of the army in the orient or eastern pro- 
vinces and to recommend the army in the 
occident or western provinces to take the 
Same course, A resolution declaring against 
either giving up arms or accepting money 
from the United States was carried unani- 
mously. 

The strike of the lightermen, {in the opin- 
ion of Admiral Cromwell, captain of the 
port, and the principal shippers is fact as- 
suming serious proportions. G. Lawton 
Childs, agent of the Plant line, was noti- 
fied today that the stevedores in the com- 
pany’s employ had joined the strike, giving 
as their only reason their sympathy with 
the others and the orders of the trade un- 
ion. He was also informed of the proba- 
bility of a strike by the carters. If the 
latter go on a strike the cabmen will fol- 
low suit, which will mean a tremendous 
blow to the commerce of this city. 

The general opinion is that the strike Is 
absolutely without justification. The men 
have been earning good wages, from $50 
to $80 per month. The difficulty involves 
also the importation of men from Florida, 
as happened five years ago. Trouble has 
been brewing for some time, but no one 
could explain the cause, as the lightermen 
have all along been the best paid body of 
men engaged in manual labor in Havana. 

Admiral Cromwell says he did and has 
been doing all in his power to avert the 
strike and limit it. 


JAIL DELIVERY IN RABUN. 


Prisoners Bored Out the Staple of the 
Door. 

Clayton, Ga., (May 26.—(Special.)—Last 
night, in the absence of Sheriff Ritchie, 
Dave Hamilton and Erwin McClure es- 
caped from the jail here by boring the 
staple out of the heavy wooden door and 
boring through the ceiling below, making 
their exit through the dwelling apartments 
in the lower story. 

Hamilton was charged with carrying a 
concealed pistol, and McClure with the 
crime of burglary. 

No clew could be obtained as to the di- 
rection they went from Clayton. The dense 
foliage of the mountain forests will shelter 
them safely past the North Carolina state 
line. 

Hamilton had obtained an order from 
Judge Newman transferring his case to the 
United States court, and the sheriff had 
gone to his farm to get conveyance to start 
with him today to Atlanta,

OFFICERS OF GRIFFIN DETERMIN- 
ED TO STOP LAWLESSNESS. 


Arrests Made of Men Charged with 
Being Members of the Gang Ter- 
rorizing the Negroes. 


Griffin, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—Not in 
years has Griffin been as badly wrought 
up over anything as it has been the last 
four days over the repeated acts of law- 
lessness of a band of midnight marau- 
ders. These men began Monday night by 
whipping three negroes against whom no 
charge has been made except that they 
were doing work which the “band’’ want- 
ed white men to do. 

Tuesday night another negro, Seaborn 
Jackson, who has the respect of all law- 
abiding whites, was taken from his home 
and brutally beaten. 

The band then turned. its attention to 
the employers of negroes in Griffin and 
warned them to dispense with colored la- 
bor and secure white men in their place. 

Notices were posted on mills here today 
stating that after next Saturday night no 
negro will be allowed to ask for employ- 
ment at certain manufactories, and in 
fact, should not have any employment 
that comes in competition with white la- 
bor. 

The officers learned the names of sev- 
eral parties last night who were said to 
be the leaders or members of the gangs 
and made eight arrests. 

Those arrested were C. V. Barnett, Tom 
Randall, J. H. Moore, Will Tom LePard, 
Paul Ellis, Carter Fry, Clifford Thomas 
and S. Lunguino. They were placed in 
Spalding county jail between 2 and 3 o’clock 
this morning, each proclaiming his inno- 
cence. 

The commitment trial will be held to- 
morrow if possible, but it is hardly prob- 
able it will be held before Monday. 

The officers have determined to break 
up this lawless gang which. has terrorized 
our community for the past four days, 
and they ‘are receiving the hearty assist- 
ance of our citizens. 

Because of the treatening notes sent out 
work has been suspended on the addition 
which is being built at the Griffin mills. 
Osborn & Walcott have been forced to 
practically close their foundry, machine 
shops and chair factory. Carpenters are 
leaving contractors With unfinished build- 
ings, and business of every kind is badly 
demoralized. 


MASKED MAN IN DAYLIGHT. 


APPEARS WHERE A CROWD OF 
MEN WERE WORKING. — 
ires at One of Them—Being Pursued, 
the Fellow Mounts Bicycle 
and Escapes. 


Augusta, Ga. May 26.—(Special.)—The 
grand jury today indicted Arthur Glover 
for assault with intent tO murder. The 
case is a similar one and the shooting 
out at Lakeview park created quite a sen- 
sation. 

A force of hands were digging in & 
gravel pit when, suddenly a masked man 
appeared and began shooting at Reuben 
White, a negro who was working in the 
pit. He emptied his pistol and turned to 
leave. None of the men in the pit were 
armed, but, led by Bosses Morris and Cas- 
sidy, they pursued the man in the mask. 
Cassidy procured a pistol from a neigh- 
bor and advancing upon the stranger, the 
latter turned and thete ensued a duel at 
short range, each man shooting five times, 
but, strange to say, without hitting the 
other. 

The man in the mask then darted into 
the bushes and soon reappeared with a 
bicycle, gun in hand. Holding his pur- 
suers at bay, he mounted and rode off to- 
ward the park, pursued by the men, sev- 
eral of whom were armed by this time, 
and joined by neighbors with guns. There 
was a hue and cry and a good deal of 
shooting, but the man in the black mask 
escaped across the bridge at Lake Olm- 
stead and pursuit was abandoned. The ne- 
gro who was shot at in the gravel pit 
Was wounded in the ankle and he stoutly 
maintained that it was Constable Arthur 
tlover who wore the mask and did the 
shooting, saying that he and Glover had 
a dispute about White’s niece and he 
had threatened him. An officer went to 
Glover's home, found him there and ar- 
rested him. Glover denied all knowledge 
of the affair, but today the case was 
carried before the grand jury and Glover 
was indicted. Glover is an ex-member of 
the Second Georgia regiment and a con- 
stable in a magistrate’s court. 


ATLANTA SLANDERED AGAIN. 


Malicious and Infamous Paragraph in 
The Marietta Journal—Charges 
That Smallpox Exists Here. 


Atlanta has numerdus cases of smallpox. 
Be careful when you visit there.—Marietta 
Journal. 


The assertion of The Marietta Journal 
that there {s smaillpoxin Atlantais untrue. 
It is more than that—4t is maliciously false. 
The city has never been in a more health- 
ful conditien than at present, and so vigi- 
lant have been the sanitary department of 
health in the matter that not a case of 
smallpox is within the corporate limits of 
Atlanta. 

It is said that the conditions existing here 
are very unfavorable to disease of this 
chiaracter, and were any contagious disease 
to make its appearance it would only be a 
short time until it would be stamped out. 
The law requires that every case shall be 
immediately made known to the board of 


health the moment it is found, and the san- 
itary department is always prepared to act 
quickly in matters of this kind. 

Whenever contagious disease has cropped 
out in the city the person or persons have 
been immediately isolated, and every effort 
made to stop the disease from spreading. 
Success has always attended the work of 
the department in this respect. 

Atlanta has had the deserved reputation 
for years of being one of the most healthful 
cities in the country, and members of the 
sanitary department are rather amused at 
the assertion of The Marietta Journal that 
smallpox is prevalent here. 

One of the most prominent physicians of 
the city, who is a member of the board of 
health, said several days ago that as long 
as he had been a resident of Atlanta, that 
he had never known the city to be in a bet- 
ter condition as regards freedom from dis- 
ease than at this time, and he ventured the 
assertion that if the present system of san- 
itary inspection continued in force, that it 
would be almost an impossibility for any 
disease to exist here. 

Recently the board of health issued 4 no- 
tice to all the physicians, undertakers, ho- 
tel proprietors and boarding house keepers 
in the city ordering them to report any and 
all giseases coming under their notice. This 
ws done in accordance with one of the 
strictest ordinances of the city government, 
and for the purpose of keeping tract of con- 


tagious diseases that might be brought in 
| from other cities by visitors.

CHURCH SESSION CONTINUES 


Ferty-Four Presbyteries Had An- 
nounced in Favor of the Change. 


PRICES OF BIBLES ARE  BISCUSSED 


General Assembly’s Last Session Held 
Last Night Was Occupied with 
Addresses by Members. 
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Richmond, May 26..-After a discussion 
which lasted for over three hours, the gen- 
eral assembly of the Presbyterian church 
at its morning session recommended in the 
book of order so as to provide that the 
ruling elder may deliver the charge to the 
people at installation of a pastor. Forty- 
four of the presbyteries of the southern 
church had pronounced in favor of the 
change, which was also recommended by 
the committee on bills and overtures. The 
vote in favor of the report of the commit- 
tee stood: 

Ayes, 77; nays, 43; absent, 73; excused from 
voting, 2. 

There was an interesting discussion on the 
report of the committee on Bible cause, 
which report contained a reference to the 
cifference in prices chargeld by the Ameti- 
can Bible Soiety and its compeciturs. ‘The 
difference was said to be due to sutme ex- 
tent to the better quality of the books of 
the society, and in part to the fact that 
the society has carefully avoided the sweat- 
shop principles followed by other corpora- 
itions. 

The assembly concurred in the action of 
the committee on overtures, recommending 
the change in the baptismal formuia fiom 
the words “into the name of,’’ to “in the 
name of.”’ 

The report of the same committee recom- 
mending ministers to exercise the greatest 
caution in performing marriage oeremonies 
where a doubt exists as to the consent of 
the parents of either of the contracting 
parties when such parties are under age, 
was also adopted, 

The assembly referred the questions 
whether the American Sabbath Union was 
enjoined in the work of legislative reform 
and continued to merit the recognition of 
the churches to the committee on Sabbath. 

A protest was received from the minis- 
terial association of Nashvillé, Tenn., 
against the removal of the committee on 
foreign missions from that city to Rich- 
mond. 

A negative answer was returned to sev- 
eral overtures which suggested the inclu- 
sion of the English Bible in the list of 
subjects for the constitution of canildates 
for the ministry. 

The assembly then taok a recass. 

The report of the committee on colored 
evangelization was considered at length 
during the afternoon session. The state- 
ment contained in it that crime was on the 
increase among the negro population was 
the chief bone of contention. The fear was 
voiced that in the present inflammable 
state of the negro mind, the promulgation 
of such a statement was ill-advised. It was, 
however, supported by the chairman, who, 
as the result of his investigation, made 
‘the statement that three-fourths of the 
crime in the south is committed by ne- 
groes and the increase of crime per.rticularly 
among the younger members of the race, 
is alarming. The report was subsequently 
amended so as to read that “statistics show 
the prevalence of crime.”’ 

A protest, signed by ten commissioners, 
was presented against the action of the 
assembly in regard to the division of the 
presbytery of south Alabama, the conten- 
tion being that it practically gives the syn- 
od unlimited power. 

A motion to reconsider the vote on the 
presiding elder question disposed of at the 
morning session was defeated by a vote 
of 51 to 4. 

The last session of the assembly was held 
‘tonight. It was for the most part occupied 
with addresses made upon resolutions ex- 
pressing the appreciation of the commis- 
sioners for hospitality and courtesies ex- 
tended to them during their visit. 

A resolution to include Sunday newspa- 
pers and excursions in the list of werldly 
amusements against which the pastoral 
letter is to be directed, failed of adoption, 
many of ‘the commissioners being absent 
from the session and it being inadvisable 
be reconsider the action of the full assem- 

y. 

The assembly was dissolved by the mod- 
erator, who, according to the formula, or- 
dered the election of another assembly to 
convene in Atlanta, Ga., on the third Thurs- 
day of May, 1900. '

The mecting of the democrat- 
ic committees = and party leaders 
in St.  Louig was avery  im- 
portant occasion, and it was made even 
more important than its projectors: had 
expected by the attendance of democrats 
from all parts of the country, a fact that 
attests to the enthusiasm and hopeful- 
ness of those who represent the party. 

These manifestations are very gratify- 
ing to those who hold fast by democrat- 
ic principles, especially when we bear 
in mind that never before in an off-year 
has such a display of party enthusiasm 
and hopefulnesgs been made. This fact 
May not appear important to our friends, 
the enemy, but we venture to say that 
its importance will be felt in all parts of 
the country wherever ‘there are men 
who believe in honest government and 
in democratic principles. 

Those who have had anr doubt about 
the democratic attitude with respect to 
the Chicago platform will have their 
doubts set at rest by the unanimous ex- 
pression of the St. Louis meeting. The 
Chicago platform will be reiterated word 
for word, with the exception of the anti- 
trust declaration. That declaration 
will be made more emphatic and signifi- 
cant as the result of the recent growth 
and aggressiveness of trusts and other 
combinations called into existence as 
the result of republican legislation. 

It is worthy of note that the Philip- 
pine question was treated by the St. 
Louis meeting as a question in its form- 
ative period deserves to be treated. Just 
at present the whole question is in the 
air; it has not defined itself. The poli- 
cy finally to be pursued by the govern- 
ment in dealing with this question may 
be such as to meet the approval of dem- 
ocrats, or, at least, may be such as to 
stop short of a party issue. That re- 
maitis to be seen. In other words, the 
issue, if there is to be one, is for the 
future, as Mr. Brran saw very clearly 
when he declared himself in favor of 
the ratification of the peace treaty. 

The chief feature of the St. Louis meet- 
ing was the speech of Mr. Bryan. and 
it is noticeable that he omits all diseus- 
sion of the Philippine question. The 
reason for this is that the question has 
not yet shaped itself into a political is- 
sue, and no man can say with certainty 
what its particular form will be when 
it is once clearly defined. The policy 
of the present administration may be 
to give the inhabitants ultimate inde- 
pendence when once they have become 
accustomed to a form of government so 
entirely different from that under which 
they have had all their training and ex- 
perience during the past two centuries: 
or circumstances may demand a different 
method of treatment. 

in any event, before the democrats 
can satisfactorily and definitely declare 
themselves on a policy, they must know 
what that policy is, what it means, what 
it is likely to lead to and what relation 
it bears to democratic principles. In 
short, before democrats can know clear- 


ly what position to take in the matter, | 


they must have definite knowledge on 
Which to act; discussion must precede 
party action, and even discussion must 
have something definite to deal with. 
When the republican congress meets 
and takes action, democrats will have 
Pn berceptions as to the nature and 


| character of the Philippine question. Be- 
tween now and the time when the par- 
ty will be called on to renew its old dec- 
larations and make new ones on issues 
that have arisen, the country will know 
more about the Philippine matter than 
it knows now. By that time the coun- 
tv and state conventions will have act- 
ed, democratic opinion will have been 
formed, and the party will be in a posi- 
iion to make a declaration in accordance 
with democratic doctrines and in agree- 
ment with the party consensus. 

As for the rest, Mr. Bryan’s speech 
was an admirable, conservative and 
thoughtful one, as becomes the recognized 
leader of the party, and passionately 
earnest as befits an advocate of the peo- 
ple. The St. Louis meeting emphasizes 
what we knew before, that democrats 
everywhere, more than ever sensible of 
the results of repubiican legislation, 
more than ever alarmed at the aggres- 
sions Of monopolistic allies of the repub- 
lican party, are enthusiastically hopefu 
that the people of the country have come 
to realize the rea! nature of republican 
rule and the inevitable results to which 
it leads. 

This hopefulness is fully warranted 
by existing conditions. In spite of the 
claptrap of the politicians, the people 

re beginning to perceive what they 
must endure if they continue to vote the 
republicans into power. 
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America Versus Great Britain. 

Slowly but surely Great Britain is be- 
ginning to vield to America the _  in- 
dustrial prestige which she has so long 
enjoyed among the great powers of the 
globe. 

This observation ig not made at ran- 
dom. Of late vears our manufactured 
products have been in great demand tn 
Suropean markets, and one of our best 
customers has been Great Britain her- 
self. She has purchased of us supplies 
of every kind, but her chief imports have 
been of locomotive engines. At the 
present time American establishments 
are engaged in constructing one hundred 
locomotive engines for British railroads. 
Of course, British builders contend that 
they can do equally as good, if not bet- 
ter work, but the fact remaing that Brit- 
ish railroads prefer American products. 

One of the most conservative of Brit- 
ish newspapers, The London News, has 
recently inquired into the matter at 
some length, and candor compels that 
sheet to summarize the advantages of 
American locomotive engines under six 
heads, viz, superior workmanship, great- 
er drawing power, greater speed capacity, 
greater endurance, superior design and 
more economical operation, What more 
eould American manufacturers them- 
selves claim for American locomotive en- 
gines? 

But what is true of one of our indus- 
trial products is likewise true of others; 
and however reluctant Great Britain 
may be to surrender her boasted indus- 
trial supremacy to America, she must 
inevitably do so sooner or later. 
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A Word with the Council. 

The time seems to have arrived when 
the members of the city council should 
get together and take action on two 
very important matters in which the 
interests of the city are largely con- 
cerned. One of these matters is of the 
first importance and demands immediate 
attention and sett!ement. We refer, of 
course, to the settlement of the ques- 
tion of the site of the new federal pris- 
on. 

Attorney General Griggs came to A®- 
lanta, went over the ground in person, 
examined the sites and gplected the one 
which, in his view, fulfilled all the re- 
quirements. He made his’ decision 
known, and that was the end of the site 
business so far as he was concerned. 
When he had selected the site, in ac- 
cordance With the understanding, it then 
became incumbent on the city council to 
take action. ‘That action should be as 
prompt as the nature of the case seems 
to demand. It is so clearly to the best 
interests of the city to secure the fed- 
eral prison for the south that the mat- 
ter does not even suggest discussion. 

The understanding was that if the at- 
torney general would select Atlanta as 
the point at which to build the prison, 
the city would present the government 
with a site fulfilling all the. necessary 
requirements. In order that there might 
be no mistake about the matter, the city 
secured options on various sites, so that 
when the attorney general came to in- 
vestigate the matter himself, he had the 
choice of several in various parts of the 
city. In making his choice, he was an- 
imated by two desires. The first, of 
course, Was to secure a site suitable in 
every way; the second was to save the 
city as much expense as wag consistent 
with the special needs and requirements 
of the immense structure which it will 
be necessary to build. 

Having done this, the attorney gener- 
al returned to Washington, supposing, of 
course, that the city would act as 
promptly as the importance of the mat- 
ter seemed to demand. 

We do not know how council may 
regard the situation, but it is the result 


of delay, and if the squabble should re- 
sult in the loss of the federal prison to 


| the city, it will be the costliest delay 


to the municipality thar our officials ever 
indulged in. Ig there any reason why 


‘council should not take hold of the mat- 


ter and settle it at once? To delay is 


| to take upon their shoulders the respon- 
| Sibility of the loss of the prison to the 
| city. 


Under the circumstances we 
think it would be more agreeable for 
them to take the responsibility of secur- 
ing to the city, as far ag their action 
can so do, the various benefits that will 
arise from the location of the federal 
prison here. » 

Prompt action will put an end to bick- 
erings. There never has been a time 
and there never wiil be, when the inter- 
ests of the city were not more important 
than those of individual property own- 
ers; and when the time arrives that in- 
dividual property owners show a dispo- 
sition to sacrifice the larger interests of 
the city to their own private ends, a 
new and not a very promising era will 
open up for Atlanta. We do not believe 
that the beginning of any such era is in 
sight for this city, for that would mean 
that the influence and progress of the 
city as a whole were to be sacrificed to 
personal and selfish interests. 


There igs another matter in .«avhich 


prompt action by the city council\would | 
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tion of a new passenger station. Prac- 
tically, the railroad which controls the 
present mudhole has stated the terms on 
which it will build a passenger station. 
It says to the city, “Bridge Whitehall 
street.” The mayor and council can 
settle that matter promptly and effect- 
ually. Hesitation, doubt and delay nev- 
er added anything to the power, influ- 
ence and success of a city administra- 
tion. If the mayor needs any prece- 
dent for the inauguration of an effective 
policy in this matter, we refer him to 
the example of ‘Mayor Quincy, of Boston, 
who went into office while the problem of 
anew passenger station in that city was 
before the people. He took hold of the 
matter fearlessly, and so effectually that 
the roads are now occupying in Boston 
a union passenger station second to 
none in the world. 

A similar vigorous policy in Atlanta 
will settle the matter here, and even 
if it fails to settle it in a form and shape 
that would be most agreeable to the 
public sentiment of the city, neverthe- 
less the effort so to settle it will 
strengthen the municipal administration 
and win for it the approval of the peo- 
ple. 

Here, then, are two matters that 
Should be settled promptly—the federal 
prison site and the new passenger de- 
pot. Is there any reason or excuse for 
further delay? 


The Divorce Evil. 

One of the most sinister evils which 
today threatens the social life of this 
country is the divorcee evil, and unless 
something is done to speedily check the 
stream of litigation which proceeds an- 
nually from our courts of justice, on ac- 
count of ill-assorted marriages, grave 
consequences are bound to result. 

This important matter has repeatedly 
called forth solemn counsel, both from 
press and pulpit; but until some definite 
change for the better occurs in the status 
of affairs, both press and pulpit are 
under the implied moral obligation to 
continue the crusade. What brings the 
subject to the front again is the com- 
munication from Cardinal Gibbons, 
which appears in the Sunday issue of 
The New York World, bearing upon the 
enormous proportions which the divorcee 
evil has assumed of late years. Car- 
dinal Gibbons makes use of certain data, 
compiled by Carroll D. Wright, in the 
census reports of 1890, and shows that 
the number of divorces in this country 
increased from 9,987, in 1867, to 25,535, 
in 1886. Analyzing the figures still 
further, he shows that the total num- 
ber of divorces for the twenty years em- 
braced within this period aggregated not 
less than 328,716, and that the total num- 
ber of divorees for the first ten years of 
thig period aggregated 122,121, against 
206,595 for the second ten vears. Car- 
dinal Gibbons quotes in detail this tab- 
ulated statement:

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The disclosure will open the eyes of 
those people who have heretofore been 
blind to the aggravated character of the 
divorce evil in this country since the 
war, and will furthermore emphasize 
the urgent need of radical reform meas- 
ures of some kind. So long as divorces 
can be obtained by parties on shallow 
and insufficient grounds, wholly unscrip- 
tural in character, so long will marriage 
contracts be lightly entered into; but 
when divorces are granted only in ex- 
treme cases and when nothing but the 
severance of the marriage contract will 
satisfy the demands of justice, then men 
will think calmly and deliberately be- 
fore they assume those bonds from which 
they cannot readily escape. 
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Mr. Edwin Brobston, of Brunswick, is 
loyally bent upon advertising the re- 
sources of Georgia, and he thinks that 
the next session of the general assembly 
should be urged to appropriate enough 
money for this purpose. He takes the 
position that if business men can make 
money by judiciously advertising their 
wares in the market, states can do like- 
wise. Mr. Brobston’s enterprise and 
public spirit deserve commendation. 
Georgia possesses untold material wealth 
of every kind imbedded in Her soil. and 
in some manner the world ought to be 
apprised of this fact. When the ad- 
vantages which Georgia holds out to 
capital are made known, capital will not 
be slow in seeking her borders. In this 
connection it may be said that the ad- 
dress of Mr. Brobston, recently delivered 
at the industrial conference at South- 
ern Pines, N. C., should be given the 
widest circulation, and it would pay the 
state to do it. 
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The Boston Herald points to ex-Gov- 
erner Northen’s speech as an evidence 
that there is free speech in that city. 
The way the newspapers of that city 
treated the speech shows that Boston 
audiences are more discerning than Bos- 
ton editors.

TELLS A GOOD STORY 
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Visitors and letters continue to pour into 
the office of ex-Governor Northen, congrat- 
ulating and thanking him for his now fa- 
mous Boston address on the race problem. 

Naturally it affords him great pleesure 
to find that his splendid effort is so highly 
appreciated by the press and the people, 
but ‘he is too modest and unselfish to be 
carried away by the rushing current of 
popular enthusiasm, and he is ready to 
welcome any fair and intelligent criticism 
of his speech, however unfavorable it 
may be. 

On his desk was a negro newspaper, The 
Plain Dealer, published at Topeka, Kas., 
with an article wn the recent Georgia 
lynchings., The head lines attracted my 
attention, and I eopied ithem. They are as 
follows: ° 

“It Is Hell!—There is No Other Designa- 
tion to Be Placed to the Credit of Barba- 
rous Georgia—Dirt of Dare Devils!—The 
Barbarians of That Sink Hole of Iniquity, 
Georgia, Have Surpassed All Previous Ef- 
forts at Savagery, Pestilence and Plague, 
Such as the Bubonic Abhorrence, Should 
Be Visited upon These Imps of Hell and 
Their Sympathizers!”’ 

“You see that,’’ said the governor. ‘It is 
a pity that such sheets circulate among 
the negroes in any locality.” 

Without further comment ho complied 
with my request for a pamphlet containing 
his address and then gave me _ several 
potnts of interest in connection with it. 


“T left one incident out of my speech,” he 
said. ‘“The story was worth telling, but it 
would have consumed too much ‘time. 

“You ‘have heard a great deal about the 
Beman brothers, and their successful 
school at Mt. Zion, in Hancock county. 
I was a pupil at that school, and later 
became Dr. Carlisle Beman’s assistant, and 
finally succeeded him as principal. Nathan 
Beman, who married the mother of Wil- 
liam L. Yancey, returned to his native 
state, New York, before the war, but his 
brother, Carlisle, remained at Mt. Zion, 
and was always true to our people. 

“Shortly after the surrender, when it 
beame necessary for us ‘to go to Greenes- 
boro to take the oath of allegiance to the 
federal government. Dr. Beman grew 
reminiscent during his talk which enliv- 
ened our journey of twenty-two miles 
through the country. 

“He recalled the fact that his brother, 
like himself, had owned slaves before the 
war. 

“ ‘Rut,’ said he, ‘Nathan persuaded me 
to buy his slaves and moved back north, 
where he became an abolitionist. He did his 
best to bring about the emancipation of the 
negroes, and they are now free, but Na- 
than has not thought it his duty to return 
the money which he received from me. 

‘* ‘Now, I will tell you what I feel like 
doing. I am tempted to take the negroes 
| bought from Nathan and send them to 
him. L want to take Tony and George, 
Martha and Lucinda, and their children, 
and send them to Nathan, and tell him ‘to 
keep them and pay me back my money. 
That is what I would like to do, if I 
could,’ ”’ 


Governor Northen thoroughly enjoyed 
this outcropping of human nature in the 
case of Carlisle Beman. 

‘George, one of the negroes mentioned by 
Dr. Beman,’’ he went on to say, “was a 
preacher. He was favored and helped by his 
master, and he and his congregation had a 
church editice given to them by the whites, 
but soon after the surrender George lost 
his head. Beman told me that George came 
back from the neighboring town of Spar- 
ta with some new ideas, and in the course 
of a discourse to his people, he told them 
that they were entitled to all the property 
around Mt. Zion. He said that he had 
heard this from the yankees in Sparta, and 
if the negroes wanted to move into the 
fine houses of their old masters, all) they 
had to. do was to geet some guns from the 
yankee soldiers and take possession of ev- 
erything in sight. 

“Of course, this talk excited the ignorant 
plantation hands, and they were almost 
crazy enough to act upon their preacher's 
suggestions. But George cooled off after 
his discourse, and began to feel shaky. The 
more he thought about it, the more nervous 
and apprehensive he felt. 


“T'inally George went to sce Dr. Beman, 
and found him in the yard. He talked to 
him very humbly; admitted that he had 
done wrong in giving his people bad advice, 
and then he expressed his fear of the re- 
sult. 

"Them Kukluxes will git me and kill me 
some night if you don’t protect me. So, 
please, Marster, gimme a good flogging for 
what I said, and mebbe they will let me 
alone.’ 

‘““‘Beman replied that he could do nothing 
for him. He had protected him in his days 
of slavery, but now he was free, and the 
tenor of his speech showed that he felt 
capable of (aking eare of himself, with the 
aid of his new yankee friends. Telling him 
this, the doctor started to the house. 

“George followed him to the steps, beg- 
ging for a flogging. He said that it would 
make him feel better and it would proba- 
bly cause the Kuklux to spare him. He 
promised never to offend again. 

“At last Beman asked him if he meant 
what he said. Old George almost swore 
that he was in earnest, and the doctor 
yielded. 

“Do you Know what I did, Northen? 
said Beman. ‘] took George across the 
road and told him ito lie down over a 
barrel. Then I gave him a good flogging, 
and he took it thankfully.’ ”’ 

“How did George behave after that?’ J 
asked the governor. 

‘Splendidly,” was his reply. ‘‘He became 
a good citizen and gave his race no more 
bad advice. 1 wanted to give this story to 
my Boston audience, but more important 
matters claimed my attention.’ 


The Beman brothers were noted teachers 
in their time, and many of the ablest men 
in Georgia and other states were educated 
by them. 

Their school at. Mt. Zion was widely 
known, and was well patronized. The 
brothers believed strongly in the use of the 
rod as a means of enforcing discipline, and 
sometimes they whipped their refractory 
pupils severely. 

They were. so successful in reforming 
and controlling high-spirited boys that it 
was a common thing for wealthy planters 
to threaten their unruly sons with the 
Beman school, and it was frequently said 
that the best way to make a man of a 
wild and disobedient lad was to send him 
to that institution, where good principles, 
morals and manners would be flogged into 
him, if he did not behave himself. 

Unlike his brother who returned to New 
York to become an active abolitionist, Car- 
lisie Beman stuck to Georgia and her peo- 
ple, and to his dying day thoroughly de- 
spised the yankees and .their sham reforms 
and cranky isms. He was a loyal south- 
erner from first to last. 

Governor Northen did not indorse the 
seman idea of corporal punishment, and 
never resorted to it except in one or two 
exceptional cases which clearly required 
moderate doses of hickory. He was as suc- 
cessful, and perhaps more so, than the 
Bemans in training the youngsters under 
his charge, and he has never been able 
to overcome his aversion to the practice of 
whipping children, which is favored by 
Many teachers.

THE SOUTHERN VIEW. 


From The Macon News, : 
The views of Mr. Clark Howell, the edi- 
tor of The Atlanta Constitution, on the 
expansion question were very clearly exX- 
pressed during the recent meeting of the 
Associated Press in Chicago. He sald: 


“The south is in favor of holding Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines under the 
protection of the American flag. ‘The idea 
of the flag being taken down after we have 
once put it up is preposterous. It was no 
idie fancy that led Dewey into Manila bay, 
nor a faney that held him there after his 
first work was done. He realized that he 
had gained possession of one of the Keys 
to the situation, and he kept that key for 
the nation. If Dewey had not believed sin- 
cerely that the flag should stay over the 
Philippines, he would have said so. He 
has not made such an utterance, and I 
guess the American people can trust to his 
judgment and not be fearful of results. 
What we are to do after the insurrection is 
ended is another matter, something that 
the whole people of the country will have 
to pass upon, and they will settle it. If 
the American people desire annexation, 
they are going to say so when the time 
comes. But I believe they are going to give 
the Cuban and the Filipino every chance 
in the world to establish a home govern- 
ment before annexation is seriously con- 
sidered; that American trade should ex- 
pand to these sections; that the American 
flag should stand there in preference to 
any foreign flag; that if self-government 
proves to be a fallure the American people 
Shall decide what is to come next is right, 
and in this the south is for expansion and 
for sustaining American policy every where. 
We have not come to the annexation or 
territory question yet. We have the isl- 
ands, with an insurrection on our hands 
and order to restore. While that werk is 
being done it is our place to stand with the 
eovernment for what it represents—that is 
Americanism, and the kind of Americanism 
that the south approves of. Afterwards we 
are ‘big enough to discuss and debate with 
ourselves what we wish to do and to shape 
out a policy which will ‘be in harmony not 
only with our traditions, but the best of 
modérn thought and government. We have 
nothing to be afraid of, because we are 
merciful in our judgments, and our flag 
Carries with it freedom to every man that 
gets under its folds, The American flag 
means freedom, and if we trust to it and 
that proposition tHe other questions. will 
be quickly disposed of when they arise.’’ 

As an expression of southern opinion, 
the foregoing is quite accurate. The people 
of the new possessions should not be 
taken over regardless of considerations of 
autonomy. Neither can we afford to leave 
the various islands without a strong and 
interim government of our own. We owe 
it to the rest of the world to preserve 
peace and order while the islanders delib- 
erate upon what they want, and pending 
the submission of their propositions. The 
southern people are not in favor of Amer- 
ican evacuation and leaving the islands the 
prey of factional forces. They merely do 
not want annexation except at a last re- 
course. They would exhaust all possible 
efforts to obtain an honorable relief from 
the burdens which the custodianship of 
these new territories would put upon the 
United States. The possession of the Phil- 
Ippines was not one of the primal objects 
of the war with Spain, and as it is not es- 
sential to our well being, they would be 
rid of it, if it be possible. 


EX-GOV. NORTHEN’S SPEECH. 

Dublin Dispatch: Governor Northen said 
many things calculated to make the north- 
ern ‘“‘philarthropists’” think 9 great deal, 
and the speech ought to have great influ- 
ence in changing the tone of those who 
haye so bitterly denounced the south for 
what it could not help. 


Alpharetta. Free Press: He pictured in 
clowing terms the white man’s side of 
the question, and begged for patience and 
consideration on the part of the north. He 
denounced ‘‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin”’ as a lie 
out of the whole cloth, and criticised the 
eastern and northern papers for condemn- 
ing lynching and condoning rape. 

Cuthbert Leader: Mr. Northen did not 


‘hesitate to criticise the north for its read- 


iness to believe all kinds of horrible re- 
ports as to the treatment of the negro in 
the south, and of its eagerness to criticise 
harshly our section without really under- 
standing the situation. He even had the 
courage to say that ‘‘Uncle Tom's Cabin’’ 
presented a false picture of slavery as it 
existed in the south. 


Fitzgerald Leader: The address of ex- 
Governor W, J. Northen in Boston, on 
‘The Present Situation As To the Colored 
People of the South,’’ was nothing more 
than could be expected of a broad minded, 
conscientious gentleman. His address may 
be seed fallen upom barren soil. Let us 
hope our Massachusetts friends, and. all 
who are seeking to find the true solution 
of the race question, may study well the 
truths told by him. 


Barnesville Gazette: The speech was 
fearlessly made, exhaustive in research and 
in its presentation it is unanswerable. Gov- 
ernor Northen is in full harmony with the 
people of the south on this question, The 
white people propose to control this section 
of the country in a manner that pleases 
them, regardless of the expressions from 
the north or elsewhere. And there never 
Was a time when the white people of the 
south were more determined in this matter 
than now. We believe that Governor Nor- 
then’s bold .utterances wilt do the north 
good. 


‘Madison Madisonian: The governor while 
faultlessly courteous to his audience, was 
manifestly superior to all fear in the dis- 
cussion of this burning question.

its operation. No doubt law has some- 
times been slow to act when guilt was ev- 
ident, but reform -in this matter is never 
to be attained through putting jaw itself to 
defiance, but by making legal methods 
surer, better and more speedy. 


Savannah, Ga., News: Two things which 
Governor Northen pointed out, nine-tenths 
of the Boston people never think about 
when they meet in thei mass meetings 
and denounce the southern people for the 
occesioral lynchings which occur jin the 
southern states. One is that Massachu- 
setts, owing to the greed of her people for 
gold, contributed more to the introduction 
of the negro into this country than the 
south, and the other is that they have now 
a greater prejudice against the negro than

“Gradually,” says the writer, “he came 
to doubt if imprisonment for speech in op- 
position to the government during time 
of war was good policy. He doubted if 
Secretary Stanton's policy of repression 
really repressed it; it seemed to encour 
age martyrdom. Toward the close of the 
war, Mr. Lincoln’s policy of leniency to- 
ward the secession sympathizers became 
more clearly defined. Free speech that was 
not commendable was tolerated. Ltter- 
anees of seditious character were ignored. 

Vallandigham was one of the northern 
sympathizers, with the south. He was im- 
prisoned and banished to the south in the 
earlier efforts to suppress him. Later, 
when Lincoln’s policy of ignoring this ele- 
ment of the north was in the ascendant, 
Vallandigham, defying the order of exile, 
returned’ to Ohio. The information was tel- 
egraphed to Washington. Nothing was 
done. One loyal congressman went to the 
white house to see about it. 

“Mr. President,” he asked, “have you 
been informed that Vallandigham has re- 
turned to the north?’ 

‘Not officially,’’ replied Mr. Lincoln. 

After a brief pause, the president added: 

“And I’m taking darn good care not to 
be.’’ 

This fairly illustrated the policy which 
Mr. Lincoln found to be the most satis- 
factory toward enemies in the rear who 
used no weapons worse than speech. _

Colonel E. W. Cole, of Nashville, Tenn., 
the distinguished iron, coal and railway 
magnate whose sudden death at the Fifth 
avenue hotel on last Wednesday was an- 
nounced in Thursday’s Constitution, met 
death in the same manner and almost on 
the same spot as Howell Cobb in 1868. 
Colonel Cole reached New York from the 
south last Wednesday, accompanied by 
his wife and daughter, and put up at the 
Fifth avenue hotel. 

After he had registered he asked if Colo- 
nel Nathaniel Baxter had arrived. The 
answer was in the affirmative. The two 
met a little later and after dinner walked 
up and down the corridor together for a 
time. About 8 o’clock they parted, and 
their last words were when Colonel Baxter 
said: “Celonel Cole, you are growing @ 


little stout.’’ * 


“Just a little, but I never felt better iz 
my life,’’ said Colonel Cole. 

In less than a half hour from that time 
Colonel Cole dictated a telegram to his son 
in Alabama, touching upon business mat- 
ters and incidentally stating that he was 
not perfectly well. 

Soon after, he started for the elevator toa 
go to his suite of rooms on the second 
floor. The corridor was filled with per- 
sons. Colonei Cole walked over to the arch 
leading from the corridor into the elevator, 
and had just raised his hand to point out 
a piece of baggage which he wanted a por- 
ter to carry up to his rooms, when he 
threw up his hands and fell over back- 
ward. His head struck the marble floor 
with a sound that arrested the attention 
of every person in the corridor. He was 
unconscious and blood was streaming from 
an ugly wound in the back of his head. He 
was carrie@ into a side room and Mrs. 
Cole and the house physician, Dr, Finch, 
were summoned. Dr. Clifton Edgar, of the 
Holland house, and two other personal 
friends of Colonel Cole were with him a 
few moments later. Whether his fall-came 
from a stroke of apoplexy or from heart 
failure was not fully determined, but the 
fall had fractured the skull, and death 
followed the fall so soon as to have been 
practically instantaneous,

MEHAFFEY AND SHINN BOUND OVER 


IN FIVE HUNDRED DOLLAR BONDS 


They Are Held To Answer Before a Jury 


lo the Charge of 


Subornation of Perjury 


BOTH REMANDED 10 JAIL}= 


Preliminary Trlal Conducted Yesterday 
Before Justice Bateman, 


BOTH DEFENDANTS MAKE STATEMENTS 


‘They Are Sworn One for the Other. 
Detective Hewitt Causes a Scene. 
Attorneys Make Strong Ar- 
guments on Both 
Sides. 


Ex-Detective William S. Mehaffey and R. 
©. Shinn were required by Justice Bateman 
yesterday afternoon to give a $500 bond 
each to answer in the superior criminal 
court jto the charge of subornation of 


perjury. 
The prisoners were unable to make the 
bond and were remanded to the Tower. 
The preliminary investigation before Jus- 
afternoon 


tice Bateman ended yesterday 


at half-past 5 o’clock and the justice de- 


livered his decision to a crowded court- 


room and to an audience that had been 
watching the trial with intense interest for 
the past two days. 

The proceedings were enlivened with one 
pensation yesterday afternoon when City 
Detective Hewitt arose in the courtroom 
and corrected Attorney Albert, who was 
making the opening speech for the defense. 
Lawyer Albert was referring to the testi- 
mony of Attorney Hamilton, who will rep- 
resent the negro, Jim Williams, the per- 
jured witness, and said that Mr. Hamilton 
stated that Detective Hewitt had agreed 
to help WillNams if the latter stuck to the 
story he had told against Mehaffey and 
Shinn. 

Detective Hewitt jumped to his feet and 
said: : 

“Mr. Albert, you are not quoting Attor- 
ney Hamilton’s evidence right. He never 
said I told Williams any such thing.” 

“T am only trying to quote the evidence 
correctly,”” replied Attorney Ajbert,” and 
as near as I can remember it.” 

“T am here to protect myself,’’ sald the 
defective, “and Attorney Hamilton said that 
I stated to him that I was willing to help 
the negro in any legal and honorable way, 
as he had my sympathy in this transac- 
tion.”’ 

Attorney Albert corrected his statement 
and continued with his speech. He said it 
was some other detective, which was the 
same thing as far as the case was con- 
cerned. 

There were three speeches made, all of 
them strong and forcible and the argu- 
ments occupied nearly three hours. 

The defendants each made a statement, 
not under oath, at the morning session of 
the court, and in the afternoon again took 
the stand and testified under oath for each 
other. They both denied their guilt. 

A feature in the proceedings yesterday 
was the placing of H. L. Johnson, the 
negro attorney, on the witness stand by the 
defense. Johnson représents Williams with 
Mr. Hamfiton. He was asked to state what 
propositions had been made to him to keep 
Williams from the penitentiary for perjury 
and he declined to answer the question on 
the ground that what he knew had come 
to him as’ Williams’s attorney and to tell 
it might seriously affect his client’s cése. 

The Morning Session. 

Jim Williams, one of the alleged suborned 
megroes, was the first witness on the stand 
yesterday morning. 

The negro disclosed the existence of an 
affidavit, which he said, the detectives had 
him to sign and swear to before Judge 
Landrum. He said the detectives still have 
this affidavit and he doesn’t know what it 
contains or for what purpose they intended 
to use it when he signed the affidavit. He 
testified that the detectives did not read 
the affidavit to him and he could not read 
himself, so he swore to it and made his 
mark without question. 

Williams admitted that he was swearing 
fn the Mehaffey case on his faith in a 
promise that had been made him in the de- 
tective office at police station to the effect 
that he would be released from the perjury

TERRELL’S OPINION ON. 
THE REGISTRATION LAW| 


.The opinion of Attorney General Tetrell 
has been given to tax collector Stewart to | 
the effect that the registration lists of 1898 | 
are good for the election of county com- ; 
missioner next month. One proviso is 
placed on this, however, to the effect that 
the voter if he Is on the list for 1898, by 
virtue of having paid his taxes for 1897, 
must have paid his taxes for 1898 in order 
to vote in the approaching election. 

The election being a special one, the new 
law which was passed at the last session 
of the general assembly, is the basis of | 


ing June 1, 1899, shall be entitled to par- 
ticipate in said election.’’ 

Under the opinion of the attorney gen- 
eral, Tax Collector Stewart will have to 
compare the registration lists of 1898 with 
the list of persons who have pald their 
taxes for 1898, and transfer those who 
have done so, without waiting for the 
extra visit to the office for the purpose 
of registering. 

This will change the number of persons 
who will appear on the registration ists 
for the primary and make it much larger 
than was expected it would be. A large 
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charge if he would only stick to his state- 
ment that Mehaffey and Shinn had em- 
ployed him to swear a lie. This admission 
was forced from him by Attorney Hughes, 
after the negro had repeatedly denied that 
he had been promised his liberty by any 
one. 

“IT don’t know which one er de "tectives 
told me I could get outen this yer case ef I 
would stick to the affidavit and swear 
against Mehaffey and Mr. Shinn,” said 
Williams. “‘I wus skeered and them detec- 
tives talked rough to me and I can't recol- 
lect who told me to stick to my story 
against Mr. Mehaffey, or I would go to 
the chaingang, shore.’’ 

‘Describe the man who told you that,”’ 
said Attorney Hughes. 

“He was er short, chunky, fellow,’’ said 
Williams. 

On cross-examination Williams said that 
nearly a dozen detectives were around him 
and that he was badly scared. None of the 
detectives had told him not to believe the 
promise of the chunky detective. Williams 
swore that the chunky man was neither 
Detective Harris, Steinmt, Conn, Hewitt or 
UOzburn. 

The effort of the negro was to throw all 
the blame of suborning perjury upon Me- 
haffey. ‘‘Mir. Mehaffey was the onliest man 
what said anything to me about swearing,”’ 
he said, and added he expected the detec- 
tives to keep their promise and free him 
for the charge of perjury. 

Sanitary Inspector John Jenson swore 
that he saw Ficken and another man on 
the night of the fight between Collins and 
Ficken. Ficken was cursing loudly. At 
that time no other persons were in sight 
and tthe witness did not believe the two 
negroes could have been there. 

J. T. Collins, who was cut by Ficken, 
swore that it was not possible for the ne- 
groes to have been near. He himself had 
not seen the knife which had cut him. 
George Collins, a brother of J. T. Collins, 
corroborated this testimony. He swore that 
no one was in sight at the time of the 
fight except he and his brother and Ficken 
and Lovingood. 

Mounted Officer Jolly was put up by the 
prosecution to prove that Shinn and Me- 
haffey had been out at the scene of the 
fight with another person after they had 
been employed by Ficken. ‘The policeman 
®wore that he saw Mehaffey beyond the 
Mitchell street bridge last Friday with two 


other wHite men whose names he could not 
call. 


A Motion To Dismiss Warrants. 

At this point the state closed and At- 
torney Hughes moved. that the warrants 
against the two defendants be dismissed 
on the ground that the state had made no 
case against them. He said that if the 
case was in the United States court both 
Detectives Steint and Conn would be in- 
dicted for intimidating the two negro wit- 
nesses. Judge Bateman promptly over- 
ruled this motion and ordered the attor- 
neys to proceed with the testimony. 

Both the defendants made statements, 
not under oath, of their connection with 
the case. Mehaffey said he did not know 
anything about it until Ficken approached 
him and offered him $5 per day to investi- 
gate the difficulty with Collins. Shinn was 
also employed. After this Jim Williams 
had approached him and said: ‘Mr. Me- 
haffey, I want to see you. Are you at 
work on this Ficken and Collins case?’’ 
Upon being told that he was working on 
the case, the negro proceeded: “Well, I 
know something that will do you some 
good. I was out there that night of 
the fight with John Anderson and Char- 
ley Perdue.’’ Mehaffey stated that Wil- 
liams told him a white man on Decatur 
street had told him that Mehaffey was at 
work on the case. The ex-detective said 
he gave only 20 cents worth of drinks to 
the negroes, Perdue and Williams. 

“This is nothing but a case of perse- 
cution,’’ said Mehaffey. ‘‘I am being hound- 
edand persecuted by one of my enemies, 
and I believe he fixed up this job on me 
and sent those negroes to me.’’ 

In reply to a question as to who his ene- 
my was, Mehaffey said that Detective 
Green Conn had often threatened to see 
him in the chaingang some time. 

Detective Shinn made practically the 
same statement as Mehaffey. He asserted 
his innocence and said that it was sim- 
ply a case of persecution. 

The Afternoon Session. 

When court reconvened at the after- 
noon session, Attorney Hughes stated that 
he desired to reintroduce Justice Landrum 
and had been unable to get witness into 
court. He said that a number of witnesses 
that were wanted by the defense had not 
been reached, as Mehaffey had to depend 
upon his friends to serve the summons. 

H. L. Johnson, the negro lawyer, was 
placed on the witness stand by the de- 
fense. Witness stated he was counsel 
for Jim Williams, who is charged with 
perjury and who was one of the negroes 
said to have been suborned by Mehaffey 
and Shinn. He’ was asked by the defend- 
ants’ attorneys if he had at any time 
heard of a proposition to keep Williams out 
of the penitentiary if Williams stuck to 
bis story against Mehaffey and Shinn. 

Attorney Pendleton said, while he had 
no objections to the question being ‘an- 
swered, he would like to state for the bene- 
fit of the .witness that he was not obliged 
to reveal anything that came into his pos- 
session by virtue of his being Williams's 
attorney. 

Attorneys Albert and Hughes argued that 
an attorney* could reveal what had been 
told him by outside jes and which he 
had not secured from consultatjon with his 


the opinicn furnished by the genera] assem- 
bly. 

Since the law permits the usage of the

That the «negro Williams had first ap- 
proached him and said he had seen the 
fight on the Mitchell street viaduct be- 
tween Ficken, Lovingood and Collins. 

Judge Pendleton cross-examined Mehaf- 
fey, now that he was under oath, very 
closely. Mehaffey said he had gone to- 
ward the viaduct last Friday morning to 
see Ed Cason, who had promised to ‘loan 
him $25 to pay a fine which had been im- 
posed in a case against him, Mehaffey, on | 
the charge of disposing of a watch that ! 
he had bought on the installment plan. He 
met the negroes near the bridge, and about 
a block further on met Shinn. He had 
not seen Shinn and the negroes together, 
and he and Shinn had not met the ne- 
groes at Lawyer Robinson's office by ap- 
pointment. He said that he had resigned 
from the police force pending charges 
against him. 

Shinn took the stand and was sworn 
for Mehaffey. He said he was with Me- 
haffey when they met the two negroes 
and Mehaffey never told either of the ne- 
groes that he would pay them for swear- 
ing falsely. 

Shinn was also closely cross-questioned 
by Judge Pendleton. He said he did not 
go to the viaduct to meet the negroes, but 
went there with another person to sur- 
vey the scene and work up the case for 
Ficken. 

The defense announced closed. The state 
put up Detective Bob Ozburn, who testi- 
fied that Shinn had told him after his ar- 
rest that he did go to the viaduct with 
the negroes to show them the place and 
ascertain what they knew about the fight. 
Shinn, however, made no admission about 
having hired witnesses to swear falsely. 


Speeches for the Defense. 


This closed all the evidence for both 
sides. Judge Pendleton said he was wil- 
ling to submit the case without argu- 
ment, but the defense stated that they | 
wished to say a few words on the law 
pertaining to the issue in hand. 

Attorney Albert spoke first, consuming 
about an hour and a quarter. He read 
several decisions going to show that the 
tsstimony of an accomplice should not be 
believed without strong corroporative evi- 
dence, and that in cases of perjury more 
than one witness should be introduced. He 
contended that Williams and Perdue had 
been induced to implicate Mehaffey and 
Shinn in the affair by some of the detec- 
tives and that their evidence should not 
be believed. He said that Williams and 
Perdue were two Decatur street negroes 
who were self-admitted scoundrels, ready 
and willing to swear falsely for a few 
drinks of whisky. ‘So help me, God,’’ 
exclaimed Mr. Albert, “I would not be- 
lieve any Decatur street negro on his oath | 


unless his testimony was corroborated by 
outside evidence.” 
At another time he said: 

‘“‘God forbid that I should call these 
cases the State vs. Mehaffey and 
Shinn, for the state of Georgia is not 
behind this affair, but it is backed by 
certain so-called officers of the law, 
with a question mark after the word 
officer.”’ 


Attorney Hughes spoke for three-quarters 
of an hour. He reviewed the law, and then 
went into the evidence in the case, saying 
that no jury on earth would convict the de- 
fendants under the testimony, and that the 
prisoners should not be bound over.

Judge Pendleton closed the argument in 
a half-hour speech. He reviewed the evi- | 
dence from the state’s standpoint. He said 
that the negroes were not accomplices un- | 
der the meaning of the law. One of them 
was guilty of perjury, but that could never 
make him guilty of being an accomplice to 
the crime of subornation of perjury. 
There were strong corroborating circum- 
stances all through the case. Mehaffey and 
Shinn were ‘accidentally’’ with the ne- 
groes in the morning, ‘‘accidentally”’ on the 


viaduct at the same time, and ‘‘accidental- 
ly” with them at Lawyer Robinson’s office. 
Mehaffey had started out to find a man who 


had seen the fight on the bridge, and he 
Said he intended to ask among 100,000 people 
to find the man he wanted. He met with 
the greatest success, for he walked only a 
block and foung Williams, who volunteered 
to ‘tell him that he had seen the fight. If 
the justice tried to find out how the negro 
knew Mehaffey was working on the Ficken 
fight, he would die before morning, for his 
head would burst wide open in the attempt 
to solve the riddle. The question arose 
why should the negroes undertake to swear 
falsely, for they had sworn falsely, for a 
man whom they did not know, and without 
being promised money or reward. Were 
there not strong suspicions, to Say the least 
of it, that Mehaffey and Sinn hired them 
to swear falsely? 

Toward the close of his speech, Judge 
Pendleton said: 

The attorneys on the other side have 
made much ado about some detective prom- 
ising to help Williams if he came into this 
court and told what the had stated about 
Mehaffey and Shinn. What of that? I say 
here in this court and to your honor, that 
anybody would sympathize with an igno- 
rant negro who had been filled up with 
mean whisky and hired by two white men 
to swear falsely. And I further say that, 
city attorney though I may be, I will do all 
I can to keep this poor negro from being 


knew better than he, induced him to per- 
jure himself. Now you gentlemen on the 
other side make the most of that.” 

Judge Pendeton said that they, the do- 
fendants, ought to be bound over, for there 
was enough evidence to cause the justice to 
suspect that a crime had been committed. 

Justice Bateman decided that as a com- 
mitting magistrate, he ought to send the 
case to a jury, and he accordingly required 
each of the defendants to give a $500 bond. 
The penalty for subornation of perjury 
is imprisonment in the penitentiary for not 
less than three nor more than ten years.

That telepHone matter is not settled by 
a great deal, and, in fact, the row between 
the telephone exchange and the Gate City 
ice works seems to have just fairly got un- 
der way. 

Since the night the telephone people cut 
out the telephone of the ice works because 
some one had used indecent language over 
the wire, the ice company has been without 
the use of a ’phone. 

The telephone exchange has rested pat 


on the statement: ‘‘Produce the guilty per- 


son or you can have no telephone.” 

Now the manager of the ice works is out 
in a card in which he says he has given the 
telephone company information upon which 
they can arrest the guilty person and he 
wants to know why the telephone company 
has not proceeded. 

In reply to this the telephone people ex- 
press the greatest surprise at this assertion 
coming from the ice works manuger, and 
say that they have never received any such 
information from him. 

Here is the ice works manager’s state- 
which he sent tu The Con- 
stitution yesterday over his signature:

“Editor Constitution—I ask space in 
your columns for a word more in refer- 
ence to the telephone incident at the 
Gate City Ice Company’s office. In re- 
gard to the present apathetic attitude of 
the telephone company it is inconsist- 
ent to say the least. On Monday night 
they summoned an officer and with sev- 
eral of their employees came in hot 
pursuit of the offender, saying that they 
also had a detective at wonk on the 
case. Interested as I was, and am, in 
aiding the search and bringing the of- 
fender I have from time to time sent 
such information as I could gather to 
the office of their manager, and finally 
having secured direct evidence against 
a certain party, strongly corroborated by 
circumstances, I sent to acquaint them 
with these facts, and to request that 
they proceed with the arrest. They have 
taken no notice of the message, and 
have affected to ignore all communica- 
tions from me, reiterating the remark 
tnat I must ‘produce the man’ to them, 
Their zeal in this affair seems for some 
reason to have considerably cooled. 
Their effort seems to be to put the onus 
of this matter upon the Gate City Ice 
Company, or rather upon me personally; 
although the offense was committed 
against one of their employees and the 
entire evidence of the words spoken and 
identifying the telephone used is in their 
possession and control. They decline all 
offers of information and assistance in 
the prosecution, and content themselves 
with annoying me and my customers— 
entirely innocent parties—instead of 
joining in bring the offehder to justice. 
I wrote a letter to this effect yester- 
day to THe Atlanta Journal, which it 
has failed to publish, giving instead the 
views of and information from the tele- 
phone company and their legal adviser 
that their company was not a detective 
bureau. I submit to all fair minded men 
that in an instance like this it should 
constitute itself a detective bureau and 
a public prosecutor, and do their part 
in bringing this matter to an end. At 
all events, I have done all that I can 
do without their co-operation, and 
stand ready to furnish all evidence in 
my possession.

PARTY PLEASED WITH TRIP 


Visitors Were Royally Entertained by 
the Mayor and the Council. 
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INSPECTED STREETS AND THE CREMATORIES 


Alderman Mitchell Is Satisfied with 
the Visit and Result of the In- 
teresting Investigation. 


After being away about three days iIn- 
‘specting the streets and municipal affairs 
of Memphis, the members of the street 
committee of the city council returned yes- 
terday at noon. The trip was made ina 
special car and there were six of the mem- 
bers of council in the party. 

While in Memphis the committeemen 
were rovally entertained by the mayor 
and members of council of that city and 
they were shown a number of courtesies, 
Several carriages rides about the town and 
visits to interesting points were among 
the pleasant affairs arranged in honor of 
the visiting solons from Atlanta. 

Owing to the fact that the visitors were 
committeemen having supervision of the 
streets of this city, the thoroughfares of 
Memphis possessed unusual attractions for 
them. All the principal streets were in- 
spected and the mayor and gentlemen of 
the council of Memphis showed them every 
attention and gave all the information re- 
quested. 

The two crematories were visited and 
their workings explained to the Atlantians. 
It was found that the crematory of this 
city compared very favorably with the ones 
in Memphis and the members of the street 
committee are more than satisfied with the 
results of the visit. 

In speaking of the trip, Alderman TI. 8. 
Mitchell said yesterday that he had never 
enjoyed himself better. He stated that 
the mayor and councilmen of Memphis did 
everything in their power to make the 
visit of the Atlantians a pleasant one and 
succeeded admirably. 

“Shortly after our arrival,’’ said Mr. 
Mitchell, carriages were provided for our 
convienience and we were driven all over 
the city, and the points of interest were 
pointed out for our benefit. We inspect- 
ed the streets from one end of the town 
to the other, and while we found many 
miles of Belgian block pavements, not 
once did we see any asphalt. 

“We were told that no asphalt had ever 
been put down in Memphis, but that the 
city officials were then contemplating ex- 
perimenting with it on some of the prin- 
cipal residence streets. 

“The streets of Memphis do not compare 
favorably with those of Atlanta and we 
were very much gratified to learn that 
we were so far ahead of some of the 
other cities in this regard. It is understood 
that the city of Memphis expects to pay 
more attention to her streets in the fu- 
ture and it is quite probable that as- 
phalt and vitrified brick will become pop- 
ular there very soon. 

“Of the many things to interest us was 
the two crematories that they have locat- 
ed on apposite sides of the city. With 
them the crematory has ceased to be an 
experiment and ihe citizens appear to be 
very much pleased with the work accom- 
plished in this direction. 

“We found in inspecting the crematories 
there that our own compared very fa- 
vorably with them. The trip was a great 
success and we were entertained royally 
by the people of Memphis.”’

“There are grave and substantial rea- 
sons for the peculiar pessimism of the 
agriculturist. His farm work has been fu- 
tile for two years. His spirits. have droop- 
ed with the downdrift of the price of 
cotton, and his debts have in a ratio in- 
creased. He is facing more than depress- 
ing conditions. He is not working this 
year for this year’s sustenance alone. He 
is fighting to pay his debts of last year, 
and if cotton can be coined into money 
this season at a ratio of one pound to 7 
cents, he will himself repaid. There 
is no class of men that fights as flercely 
and asXfervently as does the farmer for 
an apparently forlorn hope. Today there 
are more ragged, hungry men plowing the 
fields of Georgia than ever before in the 
history of this commonwealth. 

“The last two years have sapped the 
energy and the hope of the farmers. But 
for the force of habit there would have 
been no crops this year. Grown gray with 
disappointments, though not inured to them, 
the farmer this year was in a condition 
of agricultural coma. He planted corn 
because he had been in the habit of plant- 
ing it; so with cotton, so with wheat, so 
with oats. He did not expect to see his 
seeds come up. For two or three years 
past the seasons have seemed all changed. 
It rained last fall and frost flayed every- 
thing this spring. 

‘But the corn did sprout. To his sur- 
prise there was cotton to be cared for.

AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


The unique fight for the solicitorship of 
the town of Douglas, Ga., which began 
before Governor Candler some days ago 
with three promising candidates in the 
field, was yesterday narrowed down to a 
contest between Colonel I. O’Steen and R. 
A. Hendricks by the retirement of Colo- 
nel C. D. Crawley. 

Governor Candler’s appointment has been 
held up until both parties can present their 
claims and in the meantime it is stated 
that the town of Douglas is being dis- 
turbed in an altogether new manner by the 
charges and counter charges brought by 
the friends of both candidates. 

The retirement of Candidate Crawley 
followed his visit to Atlanta the first 
of the week and was Drought about by 
the nature of the charges the friends of 
both his opponents brought against him. 
It was claimed that Crawley moved to 
Douglas only a short time ago for the 
express purpose of accepting the solicitor- 
ship according to an agreement previous- 
ly reached between him and the retir- 
ing solicitor, who was tO recommend him 
for the position. This charge was strong- 
ly denied both by the candidate and the 
retiring solicitor, who declared that he 
never knew Crawley before his appearance 
at Douglas. In spite of these denials by 
his friends, Crawley decided to withdraw 
from the race and Governor Candler was 
notified to that effect yesterday. 

The charge against Colonel O'Steen, 
which has been indulged in by both his 
opponents, is possibly of a more serious 
nature, and is that the colonel is at heart 
a populist. It is claimed that the law 
firm of which he is a member leased the 
newspaper in their control to the propa- 
gation of populistic ideas that have since 
been the undoing of the neighborhood and 
that Colonel O'Steen himself composed 
articles attacking democratic principles. 

This charge has beén strenuously denied 
by Colonel O’Steen and his friends, who 
declare that Governor Candler had no 
stronger adherents in that portion of the 


state than the paper referred to and Colo- 
nel O’Stenn. 

The fact that no distinct charge has been 
brought against Candidate Hendricks is 
one of the interesting features of the 
fight. Mr. Hendricks was in the city yes- 
terday with a number of friends to urge 
his appointment by Governor Candler. He 
declared that the only thing that could be 
trumped up against him was that he was 
not popular with the people, a statement 
which was easily controverted, he said, by 
the fact that of the twelve lawyers of. 
the town, ten of them had strongly in- 
dorsed him, while the other two were for 
Colonel O’Steen because they were his law 
partners. 

The appointment of Governor Candler 
will be held up until Colonel O’Steen can 
be heard and after which it will be rea- 
sonable to suppose that all parties have 
been treated with equal courtesy.

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FIGHT BRITISH CONTRACT LABOR 


Rioting Has Been Incessant on One of 
the Leeward Group. 

London, May 26.—Advices received here 
from Gaudaloupe, the French West Indian 
island of the Leeward group, report a re- 
currence of serious rioting between the 
native population and British contract la- 
bor immigrants, which culminated in the 
recent fire.

JOHNSON TALKS OF THE NEGRO 


| He Made an Address at Big Bethel to 


Negro Students. 


SHOULD OWN FARMING LANDS 


A Thousand Acres Are Worth More 
Than a Seat in Congress, 
He Said. 


Rev. J. Q. Johnson, of Montgomery, Ala., 
delivered the annual address before the lit- 
erary societits of Morris Brown college last 
night at Big Bethel church. He spoke of 
the kind of training the negroes in the 
south need, and said that he had rather 
own 1,000 acnew"Gf land in Georgia than 
“be a mem-.r of the legislature or of con- 
gress. He followed this with the remark 
that ten negro corn and cotton planters 
owning their farms were of more credit to 
the race than ten colored men in congress 
with nothing to support them but honor. 

The address was a very strong one. The 
subject was, “Twentieth Century Ideals.”’ 

The speaker said in part: 

“The death rate among the negroes of 
the south is a matter of great concern. 
In many of the larger cities three negroes 
die to one white. In states where the 
blacks outnumber the whites, the whites 
are increasing at a greater per cent than 
the blacks. When political philosophers cal- 
culated that the south would soon be domi- 
nated by a great black population they did 
not consider the death rate in their esti- 
mates. 

‘“‘Public men of the race should pay more 


_ attention to this phase of the uegro’s con- 
dition. 
| is owing to the fact that the colored people 


One great cause of this death rate 


do not live in comfortable houses; they are 
often neglectful in sending for the physi- 
sian; consumption and venereal diseases are 
also destructive of the negro’s health; the 
mortality of infants is very great. 

‘Sharp competition is now going on in 
the south. White men are taking from 
negroes occupations which once were 
thought to be the heritage of the 
black race. Young colored men should ad- 
dress themselves largely to avenues of 
business and trades, paying less attention 
to the showy professions. There is a great 
field of usefulness for young colored wo- 
men in nurse training. 

“The wealth of the state is in the soil. 
The success of the professional classes de- 
pends on the business men.” When the col- 
ored lawyer now pleads a case in the courts 
for one of his fellows he must often re- 
ceive for his pay an old-shotgun. 

“IJ would rather own 1,000 acres of land 
in Georgia than to be a member of the 
Georgia legislature, a member of congress, 
and | think that ten negro cotton and corn 
Planters owning their farms are of more 
value and credit to the race than ten color- 
ed men in congress with nothing to sup- 
port them but honor. 

‘In regard to education I will say I be- 
lieve the great hope of the race is in this 
direction. The south and especially Georgia 
is committed to this work.’’ 

A tribute was paid by the speaker to 
Bishop Haygood, who has done so much to 
promote the best interests of the negro race 
along this line. 

‘A monument to his memory should be 
built by the colored people. The south 
needs more men of this type,” said 
Professor Johnson in conclusion.

BELT LINE FIGHT 


Supreme Court Heard West Point Case 
Yesterday Morning. 


STRONG ARGUMENTS MADE 


a ne ee 


Plaintiff Contends Road Should Pay 
Off Its Outstanding Certificates. 


RIGHT OF WAY NEARLY ALL PURCHASED 


Arguments in the Case Will Be Con- 
tinued and Probably Concluded 
This Morning. 


The fight of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad for its right to build the belt 
Iine around the southeastern portion of the 
city connecting its main road with that of 
the Georgia at Inman Park was begun 
before the supreme court yesterday. The 
case was called at the end of the Atlanta 
circult undey the nage of Alexander et al., 
against Atlanta and West Point Raltlroad 
Company et. al., and was opened with vig- 
orous arguments by attorneys for both 
parties. Colonel Joe Lamar, of Augusta, 
representing minority stockholders of the 
West Point road, who appear as plaintiffs 
in error, began the case Dy an arraign- 
ment of the action of the road in deciding 
to construct the belt line. 

The defendants in error were represented 
by Colonl P. H. Brewster, who concluded 
the case for the day, the court adjourning 
at 1 o'clock. The arguments, probably one 
more on each side, will be continued this 
morning and the right of the Atlanta and 
West Point to construct the belt line will 
then be left for final settlement in the 
hands of the supreme court. 

The argument for the plaintiff in error 
was on the line that the Atlanta and West 
Point had no right to construct the belt 
connection proposed and that such a step 
was in direct opposition to the wishes of 
a great number of stockholders. The $300,- 
000 which the road contemplated putting in 
the five miles included in the belt could 
be better used, it was held, in paying off 
the outstanding certificates of the com- 
pany rather than going to the expense of 


IS IN ARGUMENT 


FIGURES SHOW THIS MAY 
THE HOTTEST ON RECORD 


Unless we have some very cool weather 
between now and the first of June this 
month will be the hottest May that Atlan- 
ta has ever had. 

Up to and inclusive of yesterday the 
mean temperature for the month was 74.5, 
which is within one-half degree the warm- 
est May on record for this city. 

The normal temperature for 27th, 28th, 
2th, 30th and 8ist of this month is 72, 
and if the temperature on the days now 
remaining in this month beat that, as is 
very likely, this May will go on record as 
being the hottest one Atlanta ever had. 

Thus far this month has been remarkable 
for nothing except the heat and the past 
few days that have seemed so cool have 
really been nothing out of the ordinary. 

The lowest temperature reached at any 
time this month was &, on the 2th, and 
that was not even down to the average low 
temperature. For the past twenty years 
Atlanta has only had three Mays in which 
the lowest temperature was not lower than 
54. The record for the past twenty years 
shows minimum temperature as follows:

According to these figures it will be seen 
that we have had comparatively no cold 
weather this month and unless we have an- 


other cool spell & will go on record ag the

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lowest temperature, which will be way 
above the average. 

While this month has been very warm 
throughout there have been no exception- 
ally hot days. The warmest temperature 
that we have had this month occurred on 
the 15th and 16th, when the mercury reach- 
ed 91, and on the 17th, 1890, was the high 
mark. The heat hag been very evenly dis- 
tributed throughout the entire month. Only 
three days in the month so far has the 
mean daily temperature been below the 
normal. On’ the 2th the mean wae four 
degrees below the normal, on the 25th itt 
was five degrees below and on the 26th, 
which was yesterday, it was two degrees 
below. The mean temperature on those 
days was 66, 66 and 70, respectively. 

There is nothing but warm weather in 
sight so far, and while it is of course pos- 
sible that we will have another cold spell 
this month, it ds not at all likely. Occa- 
sionally Atlanta gets a cold spell the last 
week in the month. 

In 1889 the coldest weather of the month 
was recorded on the last day, when the 
mercury got as low as 41. 

Again in 1894 the mercury got as low as 
39 during the last week of the month, so ft 
may be that we will have some cool weath- 
er yet. 

As it stands now, however, this is the 
warmest May that Atlanta ever had and it 
is more than likely that this month will 
make a new mark for the highest May 
temperature, but as the weather man says, 
May is a peculiar month and one cannot 
tell what dt is going to do until it is over.

At the present time the West Point finds 
itself in .possession of all the property 
needed over the proposed fout with the 
exception of a few lots near West End, 
where the belt line will divrge from the 
main line of the road. 

Considerable interest was manifested in 
the argument of the case before the court 
yesterday, a large number of the parties 
connected on both sides being present, to- 
gether with a crowd of interested listen- 
ers. It is the prevailing belief that the 
contention of the defendants in error will 
be sustained by the court and the right to 
build the belt line given in the near fu- 
ture. It will probably be several weeks 
before a decision will be reached by the 
court on account of the large number of 
cases that are to be decided in order of 
their argument on the docket. 


E. P. ANSLEY TALKS OF 
FEDERAL PRISON SITE 


— 


Edwin P. Ansley, who represents the 
New York syndicate which offered to the 
city of Atlanta free of charge 300 acres of 
land on the Chattahoochee river as a site 
for the federal prison, makes the foilow- 
ing statement of his position against the 
threatened injunction against the city of 
Atlanta: 


“Kditor Constitution—In your article 
headed ‘Griggs Objects to Bickerings,’ you 
unintentionally do me a great injustice, and 
l ask for space to set myself right with 
the peuple of Atlanta, whom I have been 
trying’ luo serve, 

“Your article leaves the impression that 
my friends are the parties who have been 
tuiking of enjulning the city cuvuncil from 
spending $30,0v0 or $35,008 Lor the Dickey 
site fur the federal prison. As a nailer of 
fuct, my Jriends and myself have tried tu 
discouruge the idea of any one enjoining 
the city, and 1 have heard the report from 
several purtlies that neither amy  tfrienas 
hor myself have ever spoken to about the 
mutter in any way. 

“The tirst time i ever heard the question 
of injunction mentioned in this connection 
was by one of Atlanta's Most prominent 
lawyers, who said that the city of Atlanta 
did not have any legal authority to spend 
w dollar for the -tederal prison site, and that 
if it undertook to spend a large sum of 
money on this account, that he, as a tax- 
payer, would come in and enjoin it. I 
told him then, and have told every one that 
l] have heard mention this injunction mat- 
ter since, that Atlanta should strain a point 
to get the prison, as its jocation here would 
be worth thousands of dollars to Atlanta, 
and that | personally wus for anything 
that tended to the advancement of Atlan- 
tu’s interest. 

“You do me a further injustice when you 
state that Colonel Livingston wrote 
me ‘a warm letter’ about the matter. 
Knowing that Colonel Livingston had been 
the sole means of bringing the federal 
prison to Atlanta, and that he would be 
terribly disappuinted if Atlanta shoufd lose 
‘t after all the hard work he had done tou 
bring it here, I got one of his friends here 
to write to him and show him the advant- 
ages my site offered, when I found that 
there was going to be a fight made on the 
purchase of the Dickey site, and@ asked him 
te get the attorney general to hold up his 
final decision in the matter until this mat- 
ter could be straighened out. [ never wrote 
him a letter personally in my life. But ] 
received the following letter from him on 
yesterday, which your reporter says is ‘a 
warm one:’

SOUTHERN’S PLANS 
NOT PREPARED YET 


President Spencer Speaks in Regard to 
savannah Line, 


REPORTS ARE MERE GUESSES 


Denial Is Given to Report About Air- 
Line to Florida. 


ONLY SEVENTY-FIVE MILES FROM SAVANNAH

The Impression Prevails That the Sys- 
tem Will Not Pass Savannah by if 
It Extends from Allendale.

All reports assuming to give the South- 
ern railway’s plans for extending in the 
direction of Savannah and Florida are mere 
guesses. An Associated Press dispatch was 
published in a numbegf of papers on Wednes- 
day morning stating that the Southern 
would biuld from Allendale, S. C., to Flori- 
da, passing about twenty-five miles west 
of Savannah. The Constitution telegraphed 
to Mr. Samuel Spencer, president of the 
Southern railway, asking him if this tn- 
nouncement was correct. In reply he sent 
the following dispatch: 

“Editor Constitution—There is no basis 
for such a report as referred to in your 
telegram. The Southern has not determined 


upon its exact plans for the Savannah line. ° 


“S. SPENCER.” 

It will bé noted that Mr. Spencer says 
the Southern has not determined upon its 
“exact plans’’ for the Savannah extension. 
Evidently the Southern intends to go to 
Savannah if the new Seaboard Air-Line 
system will not make satisfactory traffic 
arrangements. Allendale is about seventy- 
five miles from Savannah. The country 
through which the extension would pass is 
flat and much of it is swampy. The Sa- 
vannah river and a number of smaller 
streams would have to be bridged, but the 
cost of construction would not be excessive. 

The Seaboard is building a line from Che- 
raw to Columbia. This will give’ the sys- 
tem a through route to Florida, via Co- 
lumbia and Savannah. Allendale is a junc- 
tion point on the old Port Royal and Au- 
gusta road, and is only a few miles west 
of the point where the Florida Centerl and 
Peninsular crosses the latter road. 

The general impression is that if the 
Southern extends, {it will build into Sa- 
vannah. But the fact is generally over- 
looked that while the Seaboard might de- 
cline to co-operate with the Southern on 
business from the north for Florida, the 
Southern could retaliate by shutting the 
Seaboard or the present Florida, Central 
and Peninsular out of a share of the west- 
ern business.
